- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The prior Office action incorrectly recites in part that claims 1-80, etc 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101; this is an error and will be corrected in any subsequent Office actions (NOTE: claims 
1-77 have been canceled by Applicant). Concerning the 112 rejection of claim 99, Applicant indicated that claim 99 
merely sufferes from a typographical error and said error will be corrected in Applicant's next response. Concerning 
the merits of the case, the points calulation rate limitation, for example, in claim 78 as currently drafted appears to 
suffer from undue breadth; the Examiner acknowledged that a proposed amendment from Applicant which recites in 
part an automatic calculation rate determination based on specific conditions and then defining said conditions may 
provide possible novelty in the claims of the instant invention: Applicant intends to further review the specfication of the 
instant application and point out support in the specification for any amendments as described above that may be 
made to the claims. Applicant will furnish Applicants own summary of this interview in Applicant's next response.
